HEATING OF BUILDINGS 

BECAUSE of the fuel shortage in 
the Dominion, the Government 
has urged that coal and wood be 
conserved as much as possible. 
"Save one ton in five" is the slogan 
issued. The following suggestions 
are made to religious leaders and 
their congregations: 

HOLD MEETINGS ON CONSECU- 
TIVE DAYS: By holding all week-night 
meetings on Monday, Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday, or on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday, the temperature in the church 
buildings can be dropped to Just above 
freezing point during three days of the 
week. This will result in substantial 
savings, 

HOLD JOINT MEETINGS WHEN- 
EVER POSSIBLE; During the summer 
many communions hold Joint services and 
Joint meetings on a month-about basis, 
if the same plan were adopted during the 
autumn, winter and spring, many tons of 
coal would be conserved. Even if union 
services on Sunday mornings could not 
be arranged, such services could be held 
in the evenings. 

HAVE MUSIC OR SINGING PRAC- 
TICES IN SMALLER ROOM: If prac- 
tice can be held in a private home, the 
heating of the- building for that purpose 
can be avoided. But if the practice must 
be on the premises, perhaps it can be 
held in a small room rather than in the 
auditorium proper. 

KEEP TEMPERATURES DOWN: For 
the sake of better health as well as a 
means of saving coal, building tempera- 
tures should be kept no higher than 65

"On the entertainment end, .soft- 
ball and hardball equipment was 
taken along.

"On the return trip, I an-aiigod in 
advance for the British Salvation 
Army to give tea-car service to our 
boys. This was valued by officers 
and other ranks alike'" 



The Auxiliary Service 
Goes on a "Scheme" 

MANY special schemes in army 
formations were serviced by 
Salvation Army Supervisors, says 
Major C. D. Wiseman, in his latest 
overseas Red Shield report. Here 
is a report from Supervisor Wilf. 
Snowdon, who is attached to an 
Armored formation; 

"My stall' and I handled the Can- 
teen services and other activities for 
the whole Brigade during the 
scheme. Thanks to the co-operation 
of my Organization, I was able to 
get sufficient supplies to do an ex- 
cellent job.

SWIFT OCEAN FLIGHT 

New Tnuis-Atlaiitic Record 

THE fastest non - stop trans- 
Atlantie flight from Montreal to 
Britain wan chalked up by a huge 
ti-ansport plane operated by Trans- 
Canada Air Lines. Tlie new record 
v.-as set in 12 hours and 20" minutes, 
bettering the previous best time for 
a similar flight by 25 minutes. 

The plane took off from Montreal 
with 2,G00 pounds of mail for mem- 
bers of the overseas forces, three 
passengers and a crew of four.

Lordly Animals of the Barren Lands 

Canada's Musk-Oxen Increasing 



WAR'S drain upon Canada's re- 
sources has drawn attention 
anew to the Dominii^i's northlands 
and their ureal material potenti- 
alities. 

Eventual devtdopnient and ex- 
ploitation of these vast Arctic re- 
gions, liowever, depend to a large 
extent upon the spai-.'-'e native popu- 
lation, both Eskimo and Indian, 
whose effective co-operation can 
only be assured if their food supply 
is conserved and it.s basis broad- 
t^ned. Hence the need for the estab- 
lishment of native reindeer herds 
and for protecting the big game — 
caribou and musk-ox. 

One of the most interesting of all 
big-gamc\ animals in Canada, if not 
in tile world, is the musk-ox, the 
Canadian Railway Magazine poinl.s 
out, one of whose characteristics is 
the circle method of defense against 
its cnomies. The circle formation 
originally evolved as a protection 
against wolves. When, therefore. 



I hey were hunted 'vith dogs, they 
instinctively took up this fighting 
position, noble and magnificent in 
courage but quite l.(dple.ss against 
high powered rifles, 

'i'he decline of these lordly ani- 
mals of till! Barren Lands, like that 
of the plains buffalo, v.'as stopped 
onlv when they were on the thresli- 
old'of extinction. In 1927 the Do- 
minion Government set a.'Side ;in 
area of 1,500 square miles along the 
Thelon and Hanbury I-tivers cast of 
Great Slave Lake, for the protec- 
tion of the largest known remuining 
herds of musk-oxen on the Cana- 
dian mainland. No one in Canada i.s 
allowed to hunt nuisk-oxon riov.-u- 
days. 

The present increase is very slow, 
even in the Thelon Game Sanctu- 
ary, So far as can be ascertained, 
only one or two calves a year in a 
herd of ten musk-oxen is the 
normal increase, the cov^s calving 
only in alternate years. Recent ob- 



servatiofi.s, iKnvever, dinclo.se that 
this increase is steady. 

Heports from iiati\'e hunters make 
it evident that there are now herd.-; 
of musk-Qxen north of Groat Dear 
Lake, v.-here they have not been 
known .since before the last war. 
Other herds ha\'e been reported 0!i 
Bathurst Inlet; l)Ut altogether it is 
estimated that there are not more 
than 1,200 musk-oxen on the whole 
of the Canadian mainland. Th 
are, of course, additional herds 
some of tlie Arctii,' i.slands and 
Greenland. 

The "polar cattle," as they 
sometime.s called, have persisted 
winter in places not frequented 
wintering caribou, and would, flu, 
fore, widen con.siderably flu 
in Canada's northlands where ani- 
mal husbandry could be suece.s.s- 
fully practiced by the natives. 

In time this animal may become 
a "bea.st of burden" as wtdl as a 
source of drdry products for the 
natives. But the present necessity 
i.s to preserve the species so that U 
may be available fm- such experi- 
ment.s v.dien the time arrives. 
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DO PEOPLE HAVE BLUE BLOOD ?

¥ N duy.s gone by many people held 
■*• the belief that there were two 
kinds of human beings, the aristo- 
crats, or gentle folk, and all the 
rest, or th(! common people. With 
this belief went another, that the 
aristocrats had a special and super- 
ior kind of blood — blue blood. Even 
in our own time this curious ex- 
pression still lingers. 

The truth is, of course, that the 
blood of a healthy aristocrat i.s ex- 
actly the same as the blood of a 
poor and obscure man. It is import- 
ant to know that every human be- 
ing has both red blood and blue 
blood. The red blood is in our arter- 
ies, while the blue, or more accu- 



I 

rately the purplish, courses through 
our veins. 

To the lungs, from the whole of 
the body, through the little tubes 
called veins, goes blood which ha.s 
lost oxygen and becomes charged 
with carbon dioxide; it iK, therefore, 
purplish. This blood, a.<5 we breathe, 
loses its carbon dioxide, gains oxy- 
gen and becomes bright red. 

This bright red blood then goes 
on its v.'ay to the heart, and the 
heart pumps it all over the body, 
not through the veins, but through 
other little tubes called arteries. 
The blood pa.sses in vvavcs, and that 
is why, when we put our finger on 
our wrists, we feel the wave which 
we call a pulse. 



NEW PAIN-KILLER 

ANEW pain-killer has received 
the appro\'al of the U.S. Public 
Health Service. It is Demenjl, which 
has been tried on more than one 
thou,sand patients in public hos- 
pitals. It acts in fifteen or twenty 
minutes, and its effects last six 
hours. 

It is now being more clo.sely ex- 
amined by research institutions be- 
fore being added oflicially to tlie 
phannacopoeia. It can bo admin- 
istered by the physician in larger 
doses than morphine, if that be- 
comes necessary, and the patient 
does not aflerv/ards become ad- 
dieted to the drug.

You can tell 
v.diether a garment is vvindproof or 
not by hoiding it tightly against 
your mouth and trying to blow 
through it; if you can't blow 
through it except with great difli- 
ciilty, it will kefp you warm. Thi.s 
secret lias been Iciiown for a long 
time by hunters and other.s wlio 
liave to combat the icy bUi.'^ts. 

Keep the feel and hands warm 
and you are pretty sure to keep the 
body warm. If the extremities are 
chilled this lowers the temperature 
of the ■ blood that flows through 
them, iind down goes tlie tempera- 
ture of the whole body. If you are 
unreasonably cold, wear warm 
glove.s while sitting about the house. 
And take care of those delicatu ears 
-—ear muffs and warm scarve.s 
wrapped about the hoad are fash- 
ionable.
